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DETAILED ACTION 

It is noted that this application has been transferred to Examiner Huson from 
Examiner Yager. Examiner Huson has been advised that Examiner Yager proposed an 
oral Restriction Requirement to Applicant, and that Applicant orally elected Claims 2-12. 
However, upon further review of the application, Examiner Huson is withdrawing the 
aforementioned Restriction Requirement and has examined pending claims 1-16, as 
noted below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Farrell (U.S. 
Patent 4,038,006). Farrell show that it is known to have a preform for a container 
comprised of orientable plastics material (Column 1, lines 64-68; Column 2, lines 1-3) 
so that the resultant blown container will include a hollow handle (Figure 2, cross 
section of container in mold), the preform comprises a molded structure having a neck 
portion and an expandable portion below the neck, a hollow handle portion of orientable 
plastics material continually connected to the preform, wherein the resulting container is 
stretch blow molded (Figure 1 : preform with handle in mold 14; expanded in mold 16; 
Figure 2; Column 3, lines 1-55; Column 4, lines 7-48; Column 5, lines 8-21). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 14-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Farrell. Farrell discloses that there is room for a human hand between the handle and 
the container body and that the mold can be fashioned depending on the desired final 
contour of the handle (Column 5, lines 21-30), but he does not specifically disclose the 
claimed variations of the handle design. However, configuration is a matter of choice 
which a person of ordinary skill in the art would have found obvious absent persuasive 
evidence that the particular configuration of the claimed container was significant 
(MPEP 2144.04 (IV)(B)). Therefore, It would have been prima facie obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to form the handle to be 
connected at one end or both ends in order to satisfy particular customer demands as 
far as handle design. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record neither teaches nor suggests the claimed method of forming a preform and 
container, especially including the step of providing a flexible mandrel adapted for 
insertion into the handle portion of the injection molding cavity.
